We have 
three Chaplains with the Canadian 
Expeditionary Forces, and Chap- 
lains, either official or unofficial with every belli* 
gcrent nation, except Turkey and Austria. We 
have three hundred Huts and Tents in connection 
with Kitchener's Army; Comfort Brigades;. nine 
thousand wounded Belgian ^soldiers- have conva- 
lesced at our Farms and in our Hostels, white 
thousands of refugee women and children have 
been cared for in our Institutions; our Officers 
are on five hundred Relief Committees; wc have- 
sent two thousand men from our Social Institu- 
tions into Ihe ranks of the army; we have sent 
tons of woollen goods to the soldiers in the 
' trenches, and Miss Booth of America has sent to 
the European hospitals tons- of old linen for 
dressing purposes and tons of woollen goods. 
Wc have in Great Britain two thousand Corps, 
and the following weekly report that appeared in 
Ibc British "War Cry" shows the vust amount of 
practical assistance that Rf being rendered at the 
Corps throughout the nation: —

THE SPECIAL SERVICE LEGION 

The comforting and cheering up of bereaved 
ones, and assisting those materially in heed is 
largely done by an -organization called the'Spectal 
Service Legion. This provides that in all large 
iowns twenty or more women' Salvationists' will 
comfort arid help the wives and friends of those 
at the front. ,
